(18 U.S^C* 51) titled "ConsDiracy to Injure /Persons in the 
Excersize of Civil Rights)"^ 

"Any person who under Color of any Statute, Ordinance, 
Regulations, Custom or Usage of Any State or Territory, Subjedts 
or Causes to be Subjected, Any Citizen of the United States , to 
the Deprivation of any Rights, Privileges, or Immunities secured 
by The Constitution and Laws-, Shall be Liable to the - Party in- 
,1ured in any a ct ion at Law or Suit in Equity > or -other Proper 
proceeding, for Redress . " (Section 43, U.S. Criminal Revised 
Statute, 1917).

Intrpduced for a bow was Eustace Mullins, East Coast 
minor league bigot, who is a frequent contributor to the limatic fringe press* 
Several years ago, Mullins lost his job with the Library of Congress after acknow- 
ledging authorship of a number of racist tracts. As a nevj^ resident of Chicago, 
Mullins promised to ccfoperate extensively with "The Mothers."

WILLIAM B.VffiRNECKE, Chicago leader/of the Nationalist ^Conservative 

Party, appears to be the sponsor of Eustace/Mullins in this^^^i*ea. Mullins 
report6dly is living in Wernecke»s home anja P^ernecke recently acquired a small 
printing press to facilitate publication of a monthly periodical, Mullins serving 
as editor. Wernecke continues to maintain close ties with well-known hate 
representatives around the country in his effort to exploit support for his own 
Nationalist Conservative Party. 

ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, well-known pamphleteer from Santa Ana, California 

has just sent a provocative "hate" mailing to political leaders in many parts of 
the country. Background data on Williams has been supplied to individual 
recipients who have denoiihced Williams' current piece. Should it appear that 
great numbers of people in given parts of the country have been subjected to 
Williams^ poison, appropriate public counteraction and exposure of Williams 
vrill be employed.

Tt^e two "Bulletins^" 
replete with anti-Semitism of the most blatant character, sell for $20.00 per year. 
In an effort to wield influence throughout the hate camp of America, Close has 
just announced that he has placed a total of scane 700 "patriotic organizations" 
on his free mailing list.

October when the U. S. Klans, Knights of the im Klux Klan, Inc., v^as granted a 

charter of incorporation by an Atlanta judWl' Prcmoter ^ this Klan enterprise 

is Samuel Green, Jr., attorney son of the late Dr» Samuel Green, long-time 
Imperial Wizard of the old Georgia Klan. As we have reported; previously, the 
many promoters of these new Klans each insists that he is the true successor of 
the feared Klan leaders of years before.

The case has now been satisfactorily closed 
with complete assurances given by the owner that the restaurant does not have 
any policy against Jewish patronage, was extremely sorry that the ijicident had 
taken place, and had taken steps to make certain that there would be no repetition 
of such incident.

RUTH WERNECKE advised that she laarried WILLIAM B* WERNECKE in 
Mexicd somevi'time ago, and that she has been separa:^'ed from him' since July 
5, 1958, because, of the cruel physical iais,treatn!ent she has received from 
him.

.uses the'Aame o'f RUTH ENGSTROM. WILLIAM, WERNECKE resides at 6250 North 
WaynevAvenue, Chicago, Illinois, and has a,90 acre farm in Huntleyj Illinois. 

RUTH WEJQIECKE claimed that WILLIAM B* WERNECKE had bragged to her 
that 'prior to World War II he hkd\ part in a bombing of a Chicago department 
stor„e Which broke some windows/ He"^ also admitted to her that he had bombed i 
some tombstones in Jewish cemeteries; however, she could not furnish any 
details concerning these incidents. He haS; done considerable amount of 
dynami-^ing of tree stumps and wat^z^iponds oil his farm in Huntley, Illinois. 
She knew that he purchased several cases of dynamite from RUSSEL REED, a 
fs^er and distributor of the Atlas Explosive Company. REEDts farm is two 
miles south of Woodstock, Illinois. WERNECKE has also purchased black 
powder from REED and from Sports Inc. , 5501 North Broadway, Chicago, Illinois 
and Keeney»s Sport Shop in Elgin ^. Illinois. WERNECKE is an avid gun 
collector, makes his own bullets J and considers himself a firearias expert. 

IVERNECKE is considered to be very unstable and has been under the 
care of a psychiatrist, Dr. HANS DEIIT?CH, 334 West Barry, Chicago, Illinois. 

WILLIAM WERNECKE has instructed others in the use of explosives 
and is capa^ble of inciting others to acts of. violence, but would never have

MENT PROPERTTo" (Bufile 100-357518)- 

Investigation was conducted by the JBureau from 
October, 191^8, until March, 1950, but j^ailed to' substantiate 
any of the allegations made by MULLINS against SHIMKO. 

During the- course of this investigation, MULLINS 
advised that he met SHIMKO at mshirlgton and Lee University, 
Lexington^ Virginia, in October, 191^7, and they decided to 
collaborate on ah anti-Communist book about South America. 
MULLBIS stated that SHIMKO displayed to him what SHIMKO described 
as 'hot" information of a highly confidential nature which- he - 
nad gather through his vork in the Counter Intelligence Corrs« 
Department of the Army. -^ 

MULLINS stated that SHIMKO was also desirous of form- 
ing a "spy center" in Lima, Peru, to disseminate political 
information to anyone who vjould pay for it. 

In June, 19^8, SHIMKO, MULLINS, and SHIMKO 's sister 
went to San Miguel, Mexico, which MULLINS described as a center 
of Spanish Loyalist a!«efugeea. . MULLINS said that SHIMKO 
associated there with international Communists and sought to 
influence MULLINS not to write an ant i -Communist book, and the 
partnership was dissolved. MULLINS and SHIMKO had previously 
agreed to collaborate on an anti-Comtnunist book. The investi- 
gation revealed that SHIMKO and MULLINS did, in fact, have a 
disagreement over their collaboration on the book, but failed 
to substantiate any of the foregoing subversive allefeation§o 

Careful consideration has been given to the source 
concealed and a T-symbol was utilized only in that instance 
where the identity of the source must be concealed.

He was evicted from his 
post on our Board and has had no connection with us 
since. 

Because of Wb:. Wernecke *s background, we believe 
that the best interests of the country v;ould be served 
by keeping a careful watch on his party. V/e know that 
several private individuals known to be supporters of 
humane work have been approached by Mr. Wernecke for 
funds, although the enclosed literature indicates that 
no payment is required to join his organization.

Conservative Party was first started in early 19551^7 
WILLIAM B* WERNECKE, 6250 North Wayne Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, and the party is considered as a one man 
organization. 

The records of the Assumed Name Act file 
of the Clerk of Cook County, Chicago, Illinois, disclosed 
that this party was registered under certificate #100lj.39 
on January 27, 1955t This certificate disclosed that 
WILLIAM B* V/ERNECKE, 6253 Northi ¥ayne Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, and Huntley, Illinois, was operating as a, 
political party at 625b. North Wayne Avenue, Chicago, Under 
the name ,of the Nationalist Conservative Party • 

PINSLEf advised that early in 1955 ads' appeared 
in Chicago papers soliciting "Taft Republicans" and 
"McCarthy Republicans^' to come and join the Nationalist 
Conservative Party. 

According to PINSLET, the literature WERNECKE 
has circulated states that neither the J^epublican nor the 
Democratic Party merit support of ^'real Americans." 

PINSLET advised that the Nationalist Conservative 
Party has never been an active organization and the 
activities have been confined mainly to qccasionally 
sending out literature for promoting the Nationalist 
Conservatijz^^Party •

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 



V/ILLIAM B. V/ERNECKE continues as head of the Nationalist Con- 
servative Party. WERNBGKE continues to distribute NCP literature 
however no organizational activity reported. WERNECKE allegedly 
attempted many years ago to obtain the membership list of the 
Anti-Cruelty Society in Chicago .at gun-point, V/ERNECKE has 
approached several individuals who are supporters of humane work 
for funds. WERNECKE and some of his reported associates, MAX 
NELSON, MATT KOEHL and P. ALLEN I^NN, are plasm^ng some type 
of distvirbance at the National Democratic J3t5nvention at Chicago. 




DETAILS: 

For the purpose of brevity, the Nationalist Con- 
servative Party will be referred to in this report as the NCP. 

I. ORIGIN, SCOPE AND GENERAL 
" ACTIVITIES OP THE ORGAN IZATION ' 

On May i}., 19^6, WILLIAM J. PINSLEY, Pact Finding 
Department, Anti-Defamation League, B'nai B'rith, Chicago, 
Illinois, advised that the NCP was first started in early 1955 
by V/ILLIAM B. V/ERNECKE, 6200 North V/ayne Avenue, Chicago, and 
the Party is considered as a one-man organization. 
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The records of the Assumed Name Act file of the 
Clerk of Cook County, Chicago, Illinois, disclosed that this 
party was registered under certificate #100439 on January 27, 
1955. This certificate disclosed that WILLIAM B* WERNECKE, ^ 
6250 North Wayne Avenue, Chicago, and Huntley, Illinois, was 
operating as a political party at 6250 North Wayne Avenue, 
Chicago, under the naihe of th,e NCP, 

PINSLEY advised that early in 1955 ads appeared in 
Chicago newspapers soliciting "Taft Republicans" and "Mc Carthy 
Republicans" to come and join the^NCPo 






According to PINSLEY,* the literature WERNECKE has 
circulated states that heither the Republican nor the Democratic 
Party merits the support of "real Americans "♦ 

. . PINSLEY advised that the NCP has never been an active 
prganization' and the activities have been confined mainly to 
occasional sending ,out of literature for promotion of this parity ♦ 

11*^ ^CURRENT ACTIVITIES 

,A letter postmarked. March 8, 1956, Oak Park, Illinois, 
^.^^ was received at the Chicago office from an indiy^idual who did 
not disclose his identity'; This letter is as follows: 

^^"fhe^writer was on the Federal Grand Jury, in 
1942 which heard charges against William B* Wernecke — 
present address 6250 North Wayne Avenue,. Chicago 40, 
Illinois. 

"Treason charges against him were so fully 
proven that he was interned for the duration,, fol- 
lowed by a term in Leavenworth* 

"He is now acting as National Chairman, Nation- 
alist Conservative Party, said to have a platform 
devoted to the abolishment of animal suffering, both 
physical and mental, and is soliciting membership-r 
paid — in other states*" 

On March 8, 1956^ T-1, who has furnished reliable 
infoririation in' the past, advised that the NCP, 6250 North^ 
Wayne Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, has been sending out literature 
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and communications in the Denver area* 

On August 7, 1956, WILLIAM PINSLEY advised that he 
had heard of no recent activity on the part of the NCP. 

On jVIarch 15, 1956, T-2, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that WILLIAM WERNECKE,: head .* 
of the NCP, planned to have a scheduled 'meeting of this organi- 
za^:ion soon* 

On April 30, 1956, and August 1, 1956, T-2 advised 
that he did not believe there was any activity taking place 
on the part of the NCP* 

On April 13, 1^56, J* J. SHAFFER, Managing Director, 
The Anti-Cruelty Society, 157 West Grand Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, advised SA BENJAMIN Fo MILLICAN that WILLIAM B:; 
WEE^ECKE, head^ or the^NCP, was arrested during World War II, 
for having an arsenal in his house where "Bund" meetings were, held* 

The German-American Bund has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450/ 

By letter dated .this same date SHAFFER advised the 
Chicago off ice,J:_hat "many years _agg,. he (meanirig^ WERNECKE) ^ --,- _ 
succeeded in getting himself installed as a member of our Board 
of Directors and attempted to obtain our membership lists at gun- 
point, from the woman who was in charge of that department* He 
was evicted from his post on our board and has had no con- 
nection with us since**' 

According to this letter, seyeralLpriyate individuals 
who are supporters of humane workfiave been approached by WERNECKE 
for funds,^ although WERNECKE does not require any fee to join 
his organization, the NCP* 

Planned Disturbance at the 
Democratic National Convention 

On June 28, 1956, T-3, whose reliability has not been 
determined but who is in a position to know of WERNECKE *s 
activities, advised that MATT KOEHL, MAX NELSON and F. ALLEN 
MANN are associated of WILLIAM WERNECKE. According to informant, 
NELSON is heading- a Fascist group, including WERNECKE and KDEHL, 
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who are planning some type of disturbance at the National Dem- 
ocratic Convention in order to gain .publicity a|id generally'' 
harass the Democratic gathering in Chicago, 

WERNECKE^s Associates 

According to T-3, the following are WERNECkE's- 
associates: 

MAYNARD "MAX" NELSEN- 

WtCLLIAM PINSLEY,, Anti-Defamation League, B'nai B^rith, 
343 South Dearborn Street, Chicago, advised oh February 16, 
1955, that MAX. NELSEN, who is. head of the Realpolitical Institute, 
resides with his wife (name unknown) at 1914 West School Street, 
Chicago, Illinois,, 

: The files of G-2, Fifth Army Headquarters, Chicago^ 
were reviewed on May 8, 1953, by SA ALEKSO POPTANICH and dis- 
closed the following information: 

In May, 1947 MAYNARD Oo NELSBN, age 23, University of 
/Minnesota student, admitted he was the Minneapolis leader of 
the Democratic Nationalist Party.* This party was described 
as a "hate" group which advocated persecution of racial minorities 

According to G-2j NELSEN, formerly resided in Min- 
nealpois and was arrested in Minnesota in April, 1947 after he 
admitted placarding the University of Minnesota campbs with 
anti-minority posters. In October, 1947 NELSEN appeared in 
Minneapolis attired in a Nazi uniform and carried detailed! pj.ans 
to, "overthrow the government"* These- plans were not further 
identifledo/ NELSEN^ was placed on probation following a hearing 
that he be placed in an institution ♦ - Judge JAMES KEHOE,. when 
discharging NELSEN from parole, stated that NELSEN 's- 'bgocentric 
arid inappropriate thinking has disappeared," 

MATT KOEHL 

On July 17, 1956, T-4, who has furnished reliable in- 
formation in " the past, advised that MATTKOEHL,, a former mem- 
ber of the Natibnal^^Renaissance Party, is presently residing 
in Chicago and is working with MAX NELSON, leader of the Real- 
political Institute* * ^ 
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The National Renaissance Party 

T-4 advised on May 19, 1955, that the National 
Renaissance Party at present is a neo-Nazi, anti-Semitic, . 
anti-Negro organization with activities generally confined to 
the New York' area* Informant stated .^that the National Renaissance 
Party's lead^iTand founder is JAMES Ho MADOLE, and its prin- 
cipal financial contributor is FI^DEMCK WEISS, the National 
Renaissance Party was the' subject of a preliminary report on 
the ne6-Fa6ci§t "hate" groups published by the Committee on Un-- 
American activities on December 17, 1954, which stated that this 
neo-Fascist group's activities and propaganda are clearly sub- 
versive and un-American* 

Realpolitical Institute 

On April 4, 1955, WILLIAM PINSLEY, Anti-Defamation 
League, advised that the Realpolitical Institute was started 
by MAYNARD NELSEN in late 1954 in Chicago • NELSEN's purpose was 
to create a new political party called 'the Realpolitical Institute 
This organization is anti-Communist, anti-Semitic, and favors 
the white race* NELSEN hoped to gain a following for his party 
on these issues* 

According to PINSLEY, this organization has failed to 
get "off the ground" and does not attract interest or a follow- 
ing* NELSEN *s main activity in this organization has been the 
occasional circularizing of printed mimeographed sheets in the 
Chicago area* 

F. ALLEN MANN 

On May 1, 1956, Mr* GAYLORD CASTINGS, owner of the 
Hinsdale Press, 118 West First Street, Hinsdale, Illinois, 
advised that F* ALLEN MANN is 18 to 19 years of age and resides 
in Hinsdale* MANN is the editor of a newsletter entitled, "The 
Revere"* This^ publication is anti-Semitic and pro-segregation 
in character* 

On June 28, 1956, T-3 advised that MANN claims to 
be a leader of a small KKK group in Hinodale, Illinois* 

The Ku Klux Kl.an has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450, 
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ADMINISTRATIVE 

Careful consideration has been given to each source 
concealed, and T-symbols were utilized in this report only in 
those instances where the identities of the sources must be 
concealed ♦

protected or whatever descriptive information is necessary.

On llay 6, 19|7, WILLIAM PIHSLBY, Pact Finding 
Department, Anti-Defamation LeagUe, B'nsti B'rith, Chicago, 
Illinois, advised tha.t thg Nationalist Conservative Party 
(NOP) was first started ih early 1955 by WILLIAM B. V/ERNECKE, 
6250 North V;ayne Avenue, Chicago, Illinois,, and the party 
was- considered, a one man organiaation. 

The records of the Assviraed Name Act file of 
the Cler.k of. Cook Coiinty, Chicago, illinois, disclosed 
tha,t this .organization was. registered under Gertiticate 
"No. 10pl}.39 on January 27, 1955. This Certificate disclosed 
that WILLIAM B. WERNEGKB,- 6250 North. W^yne Avenue^, Chicago, 
Illinois, .and Huntley, Illinois,- was operating j^.^-. 
po:jtitical_Earty at '^250 North Wayne Avenue, Chicago/ 
under' the name of the NOP, 

According to PINSLEY, ads appeared early in . 
1955 in-' Chicago iiewspapers soliciting "Taf t Republicans'" 
and "McC&rthy Republicans "_ to join the NCJP. The main - 
actiyity of the NOP was sending out literature which was. 
circulated by WERNECKE. This literature siated that-- 
neither the Republican nor the Peraocratic Party merits 
support of "real Ameri calls." 

This (Organization, according to PINSLEY, has 
never been -an active or'ganxzation and PINSLEY has heard 
of no activity of the NOP in the past year -.and believe.d 
this -organization to be doimaht;

Los Angeles files likewise disclose no information 
concerning FREDERICK JOHN KASPER and JESSE B, STONER.not known 
to the Bureau and the offices of origin. 

It has^ of course, been brought to this office's 
attention in the past few years that literature issued by 
certain of the above organizations, namely, the Christian 
Educational Association, ^ the Christian Patriots Crusade, the 
National Citizens Protective Association, and the National 
Renaissance Party (most commonly the first mentioned), has been 
distributed, usually by unknown persons via mail and under 
circumstances indicating no effort to organize branches in the 
Los Angeles area. 

The literature concerning the National Renaissance 
Party has been invariably small, poorly done, mimeographed 
leaflets discovered during the past year inserted between the 
pages of books in school and public libraries in the Los Angeles 
vicinity, alluding to no local address or activities but 
attempting to interest the reader in subscribing to the organi- 
zation's "Bulletin." 
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Of possible Interest is a news article that appeared 
in the Los Angeles "Mirror News" dated January l8^ 1955^ which 
mentions that the National Renaissance Party had come to the 
attention of the House Committee on Un-American Activities^ which 
had, in a I'eport on "hate groups", stated one JAMES R. VJHITE, 
billed as an "organizer" for the NRP in Los Angeles, had been 
a guest speaker at a meeting of the NRP in Yorkville, New York, 
on June 26, 1953; that WHITE had allegedly organized a fully 
uniformed group "in his city" and had distributed thousands 
of copies of the NRP's "Bulletin," The article suggested the 
House Committee had given WHITE "unduly high notice," adding 
that "whatever activities he may have engaged in for the NRP 
in the past now are pretty much discontinued, " and that in any 
event WHITE had departed Los Angeles to attend the Hastings 
School of Law in San Francisco. In connection with this news 
item, it is interesting that none such mentioned activities 
on WHITE'S part had previously come to this office's attention, 
and presumably were greatly exaggerated, if not total false- 
hoods • 

The following is submitted for the Bureau's considera- 
tion in regard to the organizations mentioned in rebuairtel as 
existing in the Los Angeles area, along with tv^ro others which, 
file reviews show, fall in the category of "hate" mongers; 

CHRISTIAN NATIONALIST CRUSADE, aka 
(Bufile 62-43818) 

The CNC continues to maintain its mailing headquarters 
in Glendale, California and is, along with its various "paper" 
auxiliaries, the media through which GERALD L. K. SMITH, aided 
by a staff of associates of long standing (Mrs. ELNA SMITH - 
his wife, RENATA LEGANT, OPAL TANNER WHITE, Rev. CHARLES P. 
ROBERTSON - his printer. Dr. WESLEY SWIFT, and BERTRAND 
COMPARET - his attorney), maintains the publication of racially 
biased propaganda and preserves his following through personal 
appearances at meetings held in Los Angeles and sometimes in 
the course of tours across the country .> 

SMITH and his organizations have been the subject of 
continuous investigation by the Bureau for many years until as 
recently as last year. He has not been found to advocate that 
his followers engage in violence of any kind, or that violence 
be involved in the solution of any of the problems he presents 
to his audiences and readers. 
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^ |who has maintained an active interest 

for years In SMITH (and the CNC) in view of his frequent 
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meetings at the Embassy Auditorium in Los Angeles^ stated on 
October 20, 1958^ that SMITH and his associates, including the 
former' California Klan leader. Rev. WESLEY SWIFT, have never 
committed themselves to a course of violence. He said that 
SMITH'S organizations are not membership organizations but 
are only "paper" organizations, and thrive on the sale of 
literature, almost entirely of SMITH'S own production, and 
the contributions from his audiences at meetings and others 
who approve the tenor of his literature and accede to his fre- 
quent appeals for funds. (His CNC, as a "national political 
committee" makes re^lar reports to Congress under the Federal 
Corrupt Practices Act, listing the names of those who contri- 
bute over $100. ) 

He stated SMITH'S activities are always open and 
aboveboard, and his character is such that were he to be 
approached by the authorities he would more than likely turn 
over the keys to his office, to the embarrassment of his inter- 
vievjers. It is this openness, coupled with his unique oratorical 
and organizing abilities, and an excellent sense of discretion 
in relation to the legality of his movement, that has permitted 
him to endure as the pre-eminent public crusader of a "white 
Christian America. " His continued success remains dependent 
on these considerations, and his being involved in any way 
V7ith the illegal activities of violence, such as the bombings 
in the South, would be his downfall. In other' words, he has 
too much to lose to involve himself in such activities. 
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said this conclusion iikev/ise applies 
to his associates, including SWIFT, over whom SMITH exercises 
personal direction. Moreover, SWIFT is too intelligent a man 
to have not come to realize with the passing of time that the 
course most conducive to his own interests (if he e |^^^ 4-v.i-.iirftV > -t- 
otherwise) is one of avoiding similar involvement. 



added that SMITH reportedly expressed his serious concern tnat 
his organization might unjustly be blamed in some way for the 
recent bombings in the South. 

JOE ROOS, Community Relations Committee, Los Angeles 
Jewish Community Center, Los Angeles, California, who has 
likewise maintained an active interest for years in SMITH »s 
organizations, in concert with other Jewish investigative 
organizations throughout the country, stated on October 20, 
1958, that SMITH'S primary interest is financial and that he 
is too intelligent to permit himself or his associates to 
bring about the ruin of his whole "racket" by involvement, 
direct or indirect, in violence such as the bombings in the 
South. He said he has not heard and does not believe that 
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a serious possibility exists that SMITH or his associates have 

any relation to the bombings. be 
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of the Los Angeles Sheriff's Office's 
Anti-Subversive betail. Detective Captain CARL LINDHOLM of the 
Pasadena, California Police Department, and Detective Captain 
WALTER E. HEGI of the Glendale, California Police Department 
(on October 22, 1958) were able to furnish no information in- 
dicating that the above characterizations of SMITH and his 
organizations are not true. All the above sources stated 
that they have received no information indicating that anyone 
or any organization locally advocates the use of violence in 
racial matters, or that anyone is suspected of possible involve- 
ment in the recent bombings in the South. 

"WILLIAMS ' INTELLIGENCE SUMMARY" 
(Bufile 105-10091) 

Los Angeles files disclose ROBERT H. WILLIAMS has 
been engaged solely in the publication of his literature, 
and that there is no information that he has advocated 
violence in the solution of racial problems. He has, more- 
over, been interviewed by Special Agents on two or three 
occasions in the past and has always been cooperative. 

WAYNE ROGERS, insurance agent, Santa Ana, Cali- 
fornia, who has been reliably cooperative with Agents of 
this Office in security matters on several occasions, stated 
on October 23^ 1958, that he has been acquainted with 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS for some time in Santa Ana and that as 
long ago as 1957, WILLIAMS ceased publishing the "Williams » 
Intelligence Summary" under the name Williams' Publications, 
Post Office Box 868, Santa Ana, of which he was the sole 
proprietor. He said that V/ILLIAMS quit because his liter- 
ature activities had never been remunerative; that WILLIAMS 
has since moved to Silverado, California, and is now the 
owner and manager of the Dupiicard Addressing Machine Company, 
1010 East Chestnut Street, Santa Ana. He explained that 
during the past few years WILLfAMS had been working on the 
side perfecting an invention (the Dupiicard Addressing Machine) 
and that he has recently been able to incorporate and go 
into business on a full-time basis. He said that WILLIAMS 
now retains no connections with his past publishing activi- 
ties; that he never had a membership organization or advo- 
cated violence in his writings, and has made no trips outside 
of California during the past couple years, and could con- 
ceivably have had no connection with the bombings in the 
summer. 
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l and JOE ROOS (above) both confirmed 

the statemen-cs pnar WILLIAMS is not knovm to have advocated 
violence in his articles, or to have been more than a pub- 
lisher of his ov/n writings on communism and subversive 
influences from an anti-Semitic point of view.

R. GLENN SKIRVIN, Postmaster, Inglewood, California, 
stated on October 22, 1958, that BRITTON's AN has been in- 
vestigated by the Postal Inspectors on four or five different 
occasions, but has never been found to have misused the 
mails, having never advocated the use of violence in his 
literature. He said that BRITTON frequently visits the 
Post Office to deposit batche's of Ms literature in the 
mails, destined to addressees locally and in the southern 
states. He added that the AN is not a membership organiza- 
tion, conducts no meetings, and is solely operated by 
BRITTON for the purpose of selling his literature and seeking 
donations, through these means "earning" a living for him- 
self and his wife. He added that BRITTON is not the sort 
to get along with others and he has never sought the asso- 
ciation of others in his AN. 

The Keep America Committee (KAC), Box 3094, Ter- 
? Df-'-.''^^-,"®^'' ^^^ Angeles, California, is, similarly, a name 
behind v/hich Mrs. HELEN W. COURTOIS, l405 Sutherland Street, 

2f A^seles, publishes literature/ usually reprints of 
other nationalist" literature. None of the various items 
that have come to this Office's attention advocates violence. 
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seeks membership or mentions organized activity, but only 
indicates that the particular, items can be ordered in 
batches at a price from the KAC. 



^^ ^ and JOE ROOS (above) both state that 

their organizations have been actively interested in 
BRITTON's AN, and COURTOIS' KAC and have learned .that the 
AN and KAC are not and> have never sought to be membership 
organizations, hold no meetings and are operated solely by 
BRITTON and COURTOIS for the production of literature. 
They stated that neither is knovm to have advocated vio- 
lence or to have been associated with anyone who has. 
ROOS added that COURTOIS is a woman in her later 50's or 
early 60»s. They stated that it is not conceivable that 
either BRIITON or COURTOIS have any connection with the 
bombings in the South and that neither has the ability nor 
the funds to engage in any activities outside the state, 
except for the mailing of literature.

additional pertinent information concerning BRITTON and 
COURTOIS . 

GENERAL 

All of the above-mentioned sources stated they 
have received no information indicating anyone or any orga- 
nization locally advocates the use of' violence in racial 
matters, or that anyone is suspected of involvement in the 
recent bombings in the South. 

Contact with security informants and all other 
logical informants and sources has been unproductive but 
has served to alert them to the importance of immediately 
forwarding information concerning persons or organizations 
possibly relating to bombings in the South to this Office. 
Contact with them will be maintained on a continuing basis. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

It is recommended, that no active investigation 
be undertaken in connection with the "Williams' Intelligence 
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Summary" in view of its discontinuance almost one year ago^ 
and V/ILLIAMS ' disassociation from his past activities, be- 
ing presently absorbed in his new business. It is also 
considered, being "one-man" operations of a nonmembership 
type engaged in issuing literature, investigations of 
BRITTON's American Nationalist and COURTOIS' Keep America 
Committee are not warranted and would be ineffective in 
achieving the Bureau's primary purpose in these investiga- 
tions; consequently, no active investigation V7ill be con- 
ducted of these three organisations, UACB.

By SAC Letter No. 58-63 you were instructed to take 
certain steps in cases involving bombings having an apparent 
racial or religious interest with resultant widespread publicity 
interest. In view of the number of cases arising involving the 
bombings of schciols, churches, and other edifices, and since time 
is of the essence in handling such investigations, it is necessarj 
that the field o'ffice receive immediate notification of any such 
bombing. It is desirable that each office have a proposed plan 
of action which 'can be immediately activated to enable the Bureau 



to carry out its 



responsibilities in a most 



efficient manner. 



By airtel of October 20, 1958, you were further 
directed to prepare appropriate instructions for the personnel 
of your office as to the manner in which such a program could 
be placed into effect. In this connection you should make 
certain that your instructions include the following points:

On 12/20/54, I I Mho has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised SA HOWARD A. SEARL that 
copies of the 11/54 issues of "Common Sense" had been distributed 
at the U. S. Navy Yard by unknown individuals. ONI was 
advised at that time. 

The "Daily V/orker" issue of 1/9/55, Page 15, Column 4, 
contained an article stating that AUGUST P. WALZ, Mayor of 
Wilmington, Delaware, last week condemned as "vicious and 
scurrilous the anti -Negro, and ant i- Communist tabloid 
publication' ComraomSense'",',v;hich.iia?l^een mailed t© people- in." 
that area. ' ' 

On 2/19/57, HARRY H. ROSENTHAL, who has furnished 
information -to the Philadelphia office in the past, an employee 
of the Philadelphia Jewish Community Relations Council, 260 
South 15th Street, advised SA ROY L, TUSSEY as follows: 

ROSENTHAL stated his organization had received 
inquiries from the Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce regarding' 
the White Citizens Councils of the District of Columbia, also 
known as Seaboard White Citizens Councils. ROSENTHAL persuaded 
a friend of his to correspond with JOHN KASPER, Executive 
Secretary, "Seaboard Citizens Council." As a result, a letter 
y'.^L^®^®^^®^ ^^°^ ^^^^^ FLEMING, Vice President of the Seaboard 
White Citizens Councils, which enclosed numerous copies of 
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"Comon Sense , " These items were furnished to ROSENTHAL who 
in turn furnished them to the Philadelphia Office of the." FBI. 

On 7/17/57, Miss HELEN COEN, 727 East Allegheny 
Avenue^ Philadelphia, personally appeared at the Philadelphia 
Office and stated to SA WILLIAM M. McCLURE that the Jews are 
infiltrating every commercial, political and religious ■ 
organization in the U. S. She described herself as a patriot 
who is watchful of the American v;ay of life. 

She said she has documentary evidence to support her 
statement that President EISENHOWER is partially Jewish and 
Negro. She left an issue each of "Common Sense" and "Williams 
Intelligence Summary." 



Pa , , (proteci;;, wirn whom o.uft'lcient number of contacts have not 
been made to establish their reliability, in 8/57 advised 
SA J. CLIFFORD OUSLEY that the Levittown Betterment Association 
(LBA) v;as formed after the WILLIAM MYERS, JR. family moved to 
Levittown. The MYERS family is the first Negro family to move 
into the previously all white community in Levittown, The LBA 
was opposed to integration in Levittown. Informants stated 
that after the LBA was formed it had been contacted by a group 
of people from Union, New Jersey, who offered assistance in the 
LBA's activities against integration, including facilities of 
printing equipment. Literature opposing integration was 
left with officers of the LBA, and subsequently one of the 
officers of the LBA received literature from Union, New Jersey, 
including a copy of "Common Sense."

Police, Bristol Township, Pa., advised SA J. CLIFFORD OUSLEY 
that she had heard that the publication "Common Sense" was 
being distributed in Levittown. 

On VlO/58, DeALTON POTTER DISHAROON, 2 Blue Ridge 
Way, Levittown, Pa., was interviewed by SAs JOHN T. BLAIR 
and J. CLIFFORD OUSLEY. During the course of the interview," 
DISHAROON said that in the fall of 1957 he and two other 
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individuals went to Union, New Jersey, where they contacted 
CONDE McGINLEY, Editor of "Common Sense." He said he subscribes 
to the paper and considers it a worthwhile paper* He also 
expressed admiration for McGINLEY, He said he had shown 
copies of "Common Sense" to his supervisor at his place of 
employment, but had never distributed the paper. 

DISHAROON advised that if he learns of any crimes 
of violence he v/ould contact the FBI.

A newspaper clipping from the Philadelphia Inquirer, 
dated 5/2/47,' reflects that GERALD L. K. SMITH, former Director 
of the America First Committee, spoke at a meeting at Town 
Hall, Philadelphia, the previous evening. This meeting was 
attended by 300 persons while pickets paraded outside 
the building. SMITH, the National Director of the Christian 
Nationalist Crusade, on this occasion spoke at a rally sponsored 
by the Philadelphia Christian Nationalist Committee of which 
Mrs. CATHERINE V. BROWN, President of the National Blue Star 
Mothers was Secretary. 

On 12/5/51, LYNN HANSPLANT, complainant, appeared at 
the Philadelphia Office and was interviewed by SA PURMAN N. 
GREER. He stated that a few days prior to this interview he 
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v;as contacted by a CARL L. BLACK and requested to read some 
literature that Mr. BLACK presented to him at this time. The 
name of the publication was "The Cross and the Flag," published 
in St. Louis, Mo. , " 

The contents of this publication brought out the fact 
that GERALD L. K. SMITH plays a large part in dictating the 
policy of the publication. HANSPLANT also stated that BLACK 
told him that SMITH heads the organization, the Christian 
Nationalist Party. Complainant further stated that in his 
opinion the articles appearing in the publication seemed anti- 
Communist and anti-Semitic. HANSPLANT stated that a news- 
stand at the S.E. Corner 13th Street between Market and 
Chestnut Streets, Philadelphia, according to BLACK, was 
selling the above-mentioned publication. 

HANSPLANT advised also that BLACK had invited him to 
attend a meeting in the near future of the Christian 
Nationalist Party. 

There is no indication that HANSPLANT attended the 
meeting as requested.

County alone. It was his understanding that the Ku Klux Klan 
was a branch organization of the Silver Shirts and that these 
tv/o organizations met together between Kingston and Porty 
5'ort, Pa. 

Mr, IRVIN S. SHRODE, Director, immigration and 
Naturalization Service, and others advised SA OAKES that 
GRITMAN has very little knowledge of these matters and they 
considered his comments of negligible value. 

On 6/14/50, Chief of Police JOHN GOOD, Willlamsport, 
Pa., advised that he had heard from the American Legion Post 
that a chapter of Silver Shirts, consisting mostly of Italians, 
was being formed. 

On 6/17/40, Chief of County Detectives K. MUNSHOWER, 
District Attorney's Office, Norristown, Pa., telephonically 
advised that he had heard that a chapter of Silver Shirts had 
been formed in Pottstown six or seven months previously. 
(Furnished to SA C, E. WEEKS). 
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A Confidential Informant of a local G-2 representative, 
whose reliability was unknown but who was alleged to be closely- 
associated with CP leaders in Denver, Colorado, furnished a 
li.st of organizations and individuals which were claimed by 
C? leaders to be actively pro-Nazi and anti-Britain. This 
list, which was dated 12/10/41, carried the name, Silver Shirts, 
Indianapolis and Noblesville, Ind. 

Report of SA FRED G. COOK dated 10/27/43 at Phila- 
delphia, captioned, WASHINGTON GUARDS ASSOCIATION, INC.; ARYAN 
ASSOCIATION, IS - C, reflects a signed statement by LUTHER C. 
YEICH, dated 9/10/43 at Reading, Pa., which reflects that 
"Members of the VJashington Guards Association, Inc., were 
promised a year's subscription to PELIjEY's paper, the "Liberator," 
this to be included as part of the membership fee of $10.00. 
I had subscribed to PELIjEY«s paper, which was first called 
'Liberation, » in 1933 or 1934 and continued my subscription to 
the time the publication was discontinued. I joined the 
Silver Shirt Legion in 1935 or 1936. There were not over ten 
persons in the Reading unit of the Silver Shirts which was 
headed by a Regional Director whom I recall as being a machine 
shop employee from Pott st own. Pa. ..... 

"The initiation fee for the Silver Shirts was $10 
or $15 and no dues were paid thereafter although the members 
bought PELLEY's publications and also booklets in the form of 
scripts which were written by PELT^EY and issued monthly or 
semi-monthly. 

"In the beginning the Silver Shirt movement appeared 
to be purely religious with no political element present. 
Around 1937 - 38 the scripts began to deal with the manner in 
which the Jews controlled international finance and became 
anti-Semitic. During the meetings the Regional Director would 
first read a script written by PELI^Y and after this discussion 
of the script was had among the members. No large meetings of 
the Silver Shirts were held in Reading. In 1935 or 1936 
PELLEY's headquarters at Asheville, N. C, advised us of a 
meeting of the anti-Communist group in the Broadwood Hotel 
in Philadelphia, 

"Meetings of the Silver Shirts in Reading continued 
for around a year and a half and then ceased. I do not know 
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the exact date the group dissolved locally. To ray knowledge, 
they were not connected with the German-American Bund in 
any way, we had no correspondence with the Bund and our 
members did not attend their functions "

The files of the Philadelphia Office reflect that 
THEODORE J. THESING, a prolific letter writer and distribtor of 
various types of anti-Semitic and anti-Negro literature, has 
been connected with the White Citizens Council (WCC). There is 
no information indicating the existence of a formal WCC organi- 
zation in Philadelphia. In this connection, however, the Phila- 
delphia Tribune," a Negro newspaper, in its issue of 10/21/5«, 
Page 1, Column 2, contained an article captioned, "Race Hate 
Fanatics Make Jews, Negroes Targets of Attacks." This article 
states that a "fanatical white segregation group has been or- 
ganized in the heart of West Philadelphia with the aim of 
terrorizing and persecuting the Negro and Jewish citizens of 
this city.^ The article continues that the "Philadelphia Tri- 
bune" has learned through "extremely reliable sources" that an 
officer of the White Citizens Councils of the South has opened 
a branch headquarters in the vicinity of 44th and Locust Streets, 
an interracial community. Prom an apartment in this area, not 
further identified, the local "president" of the group reportedly 
has mailed out thousands of pamphlets and letters to white resi- 
dents in which Negroes and Je\TS are defamed. 

The pamphlets urge that the reader Join in the "race- 
hate organization" which has as its first mission the destruction 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) in Philadelphia, and, secondly, the passage of legislation 
which would bring about segregation in local restaurants, theaters, 
hotels, public houalt^ and churches. The article states that while 
the group has little hope of achieving' its two major objectives, it 
has, "nevertheless, managed to recruit several hundred members into 
the race baiting cult." 
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While the article failed to identify the local organizer 
or give the exact address of the WCC, it described the local or- 
ganizer as a "diminutive, cringing, furtive man who moved into the 
West Philadelphia apartment about three years ago. Last year he 
reportedly ordered and received 100 White Citizens Council member- 
ship cards from Texas. He has, on occasion, also received large 
batches of membership cards from Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia. 
This individual also reportedly receives copies of White Citizens 
Council periodicals from Jackson, Miss., which are described as 
"the most inflammatory of all which are permitted to go through 
the mails . " 

The article states further that several" weeks ago, the 
local organizer placed a shingle outside his apartment house door 
proclaiming himself as the local representative for the National 
Association for the Advancement and Improvement of White People. 
Criticism by white and Negro residents of the neighborhood was so 
intense that he removed the shingle after allowing it to remain 
outside his apartment door for only one day. 

In connection with the above, the Philadelphia Office,, 
on October 23, 1958, through SA EDWARD A. SMITH contacted U, S. 
Post Office Inspector in Charge A. J. HARKINS on the above. He 
stated his office has received no information or complaints re- 

farding literature being mailed which emanated from the area of 
4th and Locust Streets. He stated he will advise this office 
immediately of any information whatsoever concerning this matter, 
particularly any data which identifies or will help to identify 
the local "president." 

On 10/24/58, Officer MAX WEISS, of the "Gang Control 
Unit," Juvenile Aid Division, Philadelphia Police Department, 
was apprised of the above by SAs EDWARD A. SMITH and OTIS L. 
BURTON. He stated that he had no information concerning the 
existence, of the group at 44th and Locust Streets.
